Abolition of Likin First 
“It may be safely anid that most 
of the likin taxes which are being 
collected in various localities * in 
China can be regarded as illegal 
‘taxation, It is absolutely to end this, 
filegal taxation from the standpoint 
ofthe Powers’ trade with China 
‘The customs plan cannot be fulfilled 
ithout taking the foregoing points 
into account, at a time when the 
question of ‘the cnforcement of a 
national and a transitory tariff is 
being seriously considered by both 
Chinese and foreigners. 

“The enforcement of a transitory 
Jand m national tariff can be con- 
strved ax aiming at an increase of 
the national revenue rather than 
the development of Chinese in- 
dustry. Unless the increased re- 
venue be properly employed for the 
{interests of China and her nation, 
the increase in the revenue would 
be entirely meaningless, I hope 
‘that both the Northern and South 
Jern authorities will give most care- 
ful consideration to the foregoing 
points, though the present cireum- 
stances may be somewhat different 
from those prevailing at the time 
of the Tariff Conference. 


Japan's Stand Defined 

“At any rate, we desire that 
[China shall only institute Customs 
autonomy by such means ag to 
promote the interests of both China 
and the foreign Powers, and with 
this end in view, I intend to adhere 
‘to the principle’ of the Agreement 
reached at the Tariff Conference. 
Should Japan approve of the en- 
forcement of a statutory and a 
transitory tariff, without beaying 
this principle in mind and without 
Jobtaining due assurances from 
China, it would be fruitless for 
both China and Japan. I fear it 
might be rather harmful.

Chinese Press Reports of British 
Acquiescence 
According to the Chinese papers 
on Tuesday, the British Government 
has notified’ H.M. Minister to Peking 
that Great Britain is quite prepared 
to acknowledge China's aspirations 
in connection with tariff autonomy. 
Dy international agreement, it was 
decided that autonomy should be 
enforced from January 1, 1929, but 
there was one condition attached to 
this, namely, that Wkin should be 
abolished. If likin is not removed, 
the Diplomatic Corps must meet and 
decide upon a unified plan.

Order for Re-Registration at 
Nanking 


From reports appearing in yester- 
day’s Chinese newspapers, firm: 
which have already registered theit 
trade marks with the Peking Gov- 
‘ernment have been instructed by the 
Nationalist authorities to re-register 
with them at onee, failing which 
egal protection will’ not be guaran- 
teed them. The order is as fol- 


is hereby given that all 
firms who have registered their 
trade maris in the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Trade and Commerce 
in. Peking © and/or. with local 
‘authorities, must. re-register such 
trade marks with the Nationalist 
Government on or before March 24, 
1028, failing which registration with 
the “Peking “Government will be 
declared null and void, and future 
protection by law will not be 
guaranteed, 

Municipal Bureau Operating in 

Greater Shanghal 

The trade mark situation in N 
tionalist, territory is considerably 
confused by the fact that a bureau 
of the “Shanghai Municipality 
(Chinese) has assumed. functions 
which are usual with the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry. When 
Dr. Vo K. Ting was Mayor of 
Greater Shanghai, the municipality 
limited its activities to purely 
municipal enterprises. But during 
Mayor Huang Fu's administration, 
thé municipality attempted to fll 

‘gaps in governmental agencies, 
arising from the fact that several 
‘of the ministries of the Nationalist 
Government had not been orieanized. 
One of these gaps involved trade 
marke. A Bureau of Commerce, 
Labour “and Agriculture wax 
organized by the Shanghai Muniei- 
pality and trade marks and corpo 
tions were xequired to be registered 
with this Bureau of a munieipality. 

‘Most of tho foreign, trade marks 
have already been registered with 
the “Trade Marks, Buzeau of "the 
Peking Government and have boon 
property gazetted. ‘This has In: 
Yolved " considerable expenditure, 
The re-registration “with the 
manicigal bureau also involves & 
penditale, “There haa been mo ts: 
surance that registration with this 
bureau guaranteed protection of the 
trade marks beyond the territorial 
limits of the municipal government. 
‘As a matter of fact, actually such 
registration affords no protection in 
the International Settlement, as the 
Shanghai Municipality has no 
Jurisdiction over the foreign sottle- 
iments here nor has it any relation- 
ship with the Provisional Court in 
which eaves of infringement would 
come, 


A Minister of Commerce 
Aside, then, from the diplomatic 
questions involved, registration with 
a bureau organized by a municipal 
government is inexpedient, wasteful 
in expenditure for registration feox 
‘and affords none of the protections 
snded when trade matks are 
sgistered. The question is asked: 
Must one register with municipal 
governments throughout the coun- 
try? This naturally involves the 
problem of confused registrations, 
conflicting registrations, where ont 
municipal bureau registers the 
trade marks as a benefit to .one 
company and another nnnicipality 
registers it for someone else. 

The Nanking Government is now 
organizing a Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry of which it is assum- 
ed that Dr. H. H. Kung will be 
the Minister. Dr.’ Kung has not 
yet assumed office, but it is believed 
that he will shortly go to Nanking 
for this purpose. ‘The Trade Mark 
Bureau will come urider the jurisdic 
tion of his Ministry, while municipal 
trade mark bureaax will be abolish- 
ed or taken over. Last summer, 
when Mr. Sun Fo was Minister of 
inanee, the question of the author- 
yy of the Shanghai municipal tral 
ark bureau came before him, 
cause there was no Ministry of 
‘Commerce and Industry to consider 
it. He apparently authorized the

Care should then be particular- 
ly taken that everything found in 
the house so occupied is well kept.

able repiy. It is understood that, in 
private conversations between the 
Chinese gentry and their guest, the 
former made known their views on 
the trade outlook in Hongkong, and 
what they expect of the Canton 
government. Chinese merchants 
hope that Canton will clear out the 
Bandits and Communists, reduce 
the number of soldiers for’ the sake

life-time begins to reveal itself 
as unfeasible. His followers 
‘are becoming more critieal. In 
Canton Dr, Sun's political test- 
ament has been publicly  de- 
nounced as a forgery. As time 

















privileges arrogantly. Posi 
an impartial observer, summing 
up the history of ‘the pa 
bundred years, might give the 
balance of ‘credit to the 
foreigner. The fact remains that 
the world is swayed not by 
logic but by illogie. No for- 
eigner, of course, would question 
that China belongs to the Chi- 
nese. But ‘the predominant 
grievance in the tind of every 
Chinese arises from his assump- 
tion that foreigners behave as 
if China belonged to them: and 
if we wish to live and do well 
in China, we are bound to take 
that fact into account.

the mantle of Sun Wen; and 
meanwhile, with their crusade 
still unfinished, the Kuomintang 
find, in his name and principles, 
a sure guard against the dis- 
ruption which might’ attack 
them, 

In his life-time Dr. Sun was 
misjudged by foreigners and 
thelr dealings with ‘him were 
clumsy. That is not surprising. 























‘008 on, tho Nationalists will 
inevitably overhaul and revise 
his policy in some details, as 
they" are now revising "the 
organization’ of the party he 
created, History abounds in si 
revisions, for the obvious 
jon of ordinary human falli- 
bility, “But none the loss Dr.

CHINESE ON THE 
COUNCIL 
Mar, 13. 


As indicated in one of our 
translations yesterday, the Chi- 
nese papers have been devoting 
some space to the question of 
representation on the Council. 
A good many hoary misappre- 
hensions -reappear in this con- 
nexion, Thus we read that Mr. 
‘Yu Ya-ching has approached the 
Council, on behalf of the Chi- 
nese Ratepayers Association, 
and the Council “is said to have 
agreed to three Chinese coun- 
cillors and the appoinment of 
six Chinese to various com- 
mittees in which the Chinese are 
involved.” That is a distorted 
way of putting the facts which 
will do harm unless corrected. 
In 1926 the Ratepayers Meeting, 
by a unanimous vote, instructed 
the Couneil to take steps to add 
three Chinese members to its 
number. Beyond these instruc- 
tions the Council cannot go. 
Inclusion of Chinese on sub- 
committees is within its scope. 
But unless and until the rate- 
payers vote for a larger number 
of Chinese on the Council itself, 
no power on earth can put them 
there, That is the position to- 
day, whatever changes may be 
made in time to come, and it is 
important that it should be 
understood clearly, as there are 
signs of some attempt once more 
‘to work up an agitation, which 
ean do no good to anyone in. 
Shanghai. 

In this connexion the “Ming- 
kuopao” has lately published 
what purports to be a latter to 
the Chinese Ratepayers Associa- 
tion from Mr. Ho Tuh-kwe, which 
contains some extremely mis- 
chievous misstatements and in- 
jinuations, ‘Thus we read that 
“the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil has constructed many roads 
in territory under Chinese juris- 
diction....in the estimates for 
this year further purchases of 
Iand in Chinese territory are to 
be made. This will certainly 
impair the national rights of 
China.” No purchase of land 
for roads outside the Settlement 
is provided for in the estimates 
or in any way contemplated, as 
Mr. Ho ought to know, as he is 
on the Chinese Budget Advisory 
Committee. A further assertion 
in the letter is as follows:— 

‘The highest post which a Chinese: 
‘ean hold in the S. M. C. is that of 
interpreter. This is a 7th or 8th 
grade post. Chinese are not allowed 
to hold positions above the 7th 
grade... There are now over 2,000 
Chinese policemen in the Police 
Department of the S. M. C., but the 
highest post a Chinese can hold is 
that of a detective, a sixth grado 
post. 

‘These statements, too, are utter- 
ly inaceurate, There are Chi- 






























nese inspectors of police who are 
on the same level as the foreign 
inspectors. Furthermore, it is 





in the police foree. The letter 
then goes on to say that no Chi- 
nese can rise higher in the 
Finance Department than the 
4th grade post—above, it was 
said that no Chinese could hold 
positions above the 7th yrade— 
namely, that of chief account- 
ant; and the writer “deems it 
absolutely necessary to have a 
post of Deputy-Commissioner of 
Finance created for the Chinese, 
the person to fill the post to be 
selected by Chinese.” In duc 
ime such an appointment may 
come, when there is a class of 








Properly qualified men from 


which to draw. Meanwhile Mr. 
Ho's experience on the Budget 
‘Advisory Committee must have 
shown him that the heads and 
deputy-heads of 8. M. C. depart- 
ments have grown up through 
the Service and have attained to 
their present positions by not 
less than twenty, years. of hard 
training and experience in every. 
grade of their respective depart- 
ments. There is at present no 
class of Chinese. with qualifica- 
tions of this kind to fit him for 
the technical and difficult needs 
of Counefl work in its higher 
branches and the creation of 
such a post as Mr. Ho suggests 
‘would merely mean an expensive 
sinecure. One hopes that Mr. 
Ho, in the position he at present 
holds, never wrote the letter we 
have been quoting. To say that 
Chinese often write letters 
which they do not mean, would 
certainly be no excuse in the 
present touchy state of public 
temper—among foreigners not 
less than among Chinese, 

The general scheme of repre- 
sentation on the Council, three 
Chinese councillors as voted for 
with the ad- 
members on 

was com- 
monly supposed to have been 
agreed upon between Council, 
Chinese officials and representa- 
tive Chinese business men some 
weeks ago, It is a good scheme, 
which provides immediately for 
ample Chinese co-operation in 
Settlement affairs and further 
creates the requisite machinery 
for enlarging that co-operation 
‘as time goes on. Eleventh hour 
attempts to reopen old agitations 
are much to be deprecated, The 
Council's powers in the matter 
and its total inability to exceed 
them have been fully explained 
to the Chinese representatives 
and nothing ean come of further 
applications which cannot be 
granted except friction and bad 
feeling. At a time like the pre- 
sent, when the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment is making great efforts 
to re-establish friendly relations 
with foreigners and when on all 
sides there is visible desire to 
be done with bygone misunder- 
standings and to start fresh on 
fair and frank lines, it would be 
most regrettable if the jealousies 
of some small cotetie were al- 
lowed to cloud the prospect 
again. In all probability the 
present agitation is the work 
only of a little group of men, 
possibly only of one man. Chi- 
nese themselves will know more 
on this point than we ean know; 
and one can only ask them to 
deal with the obstructionists in 
their own way, in the interests 
of the peace and welfare of all 
alike. 














MISSIONARIES AND 
ARMED FORCE 
Mar, 14. 

At a certain missionary gath- 
ering in North America the 
following action was taken: 
“Resolved that in the opinion 
of this conference the use or 
threat of foreign military foree 
for the protection of mis- 
sionaries ix, in general, a serious 
hindrance to. missionary work 
and that the effort should be 
made to secure, for those mis- 
sionaries desiring it, the privi 
lege of waiving their right to 
such protection.” We have no 
desire, as we have uo right, to 
criticize the action of a respon- 
sible body of a-nation, other 
than our own, for any’ action 
it may take vis-d-vis of its own 
Government; that is its own and 
its Government's affair. As, 
however, the missionary body is 
international in its composition 
and action taken by one section 
ir bound to have a repercussion 
on others, ws may be allowed, as 
a matter of general interest, to 
devote a little space to consid- 
eration of the issues involved in. 
this announcement. First, then, 
‘we would question the wisdom of 

















ising this debatable question 
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at the present time, We remem« 
ber that in Febtaary, 1927, a 
‘band of 127 American’ mission- 
aries, in Nanking - sent 
telegiam to its Government pr 
testing against the use cf fo 
in dealing with China and, on 
the 24th day of March following, 
these same missionaries were 
saved from death only by. the 
barrage put around Socony hill 
by the allied warships in the 
harbour, In matters of such 
grave importance as is, contem- 
plated in the above resolution ft 
is well to make haste slowly, 
Secondly it seems a doubtful 
policy to separate the mission- 
aries of a nation from its other 
nationals. Are not the objec- 
tions urged in this resolution 
against the use of force in the 
settlement: of international dis- 
putes equally valid in those in 
which non-missionaries are in- 
volved? Why not take the 
broader view and urge that the 
‘use or threat of force should not 
be resorted to in any interna- 
tional dispute? Possibly the 
world is not ready to adopt such 
an idealistic attitude, but what 
is heaven for if a man’s rench 
does not exceed his grasp? We 
note that the opinion of eminent 
jurists has been sought on the 
question whether a section of 











[tne nation can divest itself of 


certain attributes of citizenship 
and whether a government can 
assent to such a negation ‘of 
national rights. The gentlemen 
consulted have delved deep into 
legal lore and, as is the way of 
the craft, have marshalled such 
an array’ of pros and cons that 
neither they nor any of those 
who read their learned opfnions 
is carried a step nearer to the 
solution of the problem pro» 
pounded, But the most serious 
objection to this proposal is that 
it verges very closely on boing 
an inault to China, ‘True, it is 
meant quite otherwise, in fact, 
meant as a compliment, but it 
is really the reverse, This 
will be clear if we turn 
the proposed action round 
about and put China in 
the place of America and Amer= 
fea in the position of China, 
Suppose that the Chinese com 
munity in San Francisco were 
to decide to send an identical 
note to the Government of China 
and ask it to notify the Presid-

tion should be addressed to 
aby the Government of 
What the Chinese Gov- 
ernment would say in reply to 
this request we do not know. 
But we feel quite sure that we 
know what the reply of the 
‘American Government would be. 
It would reply that always, in 
the past, the Government of the 
United States had given to all 
aliens in its territory the same 
protection to life and property 
‘as it gave to its own citizens, 
and that no threat of any kind 
was necessary to ensure that it 
would continue to treat Chinese 
and all other nationalities with 
equal-handed justice, Even to 
suggest that in any contingency 
America would act otherwise 
‘was to cast a slur on the honour 
and dignity of the United States. 
If Chinese in America suffered 
wrong, the whole might of the 
United States would be exerted 
to redress'that wrong; any other 
course of action would be 
denial of the foundation prin+ 
ciples enunciated in the con- 
stitution of the United States. 
All China asks of the nations of 
Europe and America is to be 
treated as an equal. To ask the 
Government of the United States 
to say to China that which she 
/would resent if said by China to 
America is to assert, in the most 
unequivocal manner, the in- 
feriority of China. 

‘In our opinion all this pothew 
is much a-do about nothing, The 














Tegal question does not neces- 
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ily arise at all, As a matter 
of fact the China Inland Mission, 
‘which has a far larger number 
of members in its ranks than 
any, other society at work in 
China, has acted on this prin- 
ciple for more than sixty years. 
It has consistently refrained 
from making any appeal for con- 
sular assistance . much less 
countenanced a threat of armed 
force to redress any wrong suf- 
fered by one of its workers. It 
has often refused, but never 
claimed, compensation offered 
for the loss of personal or mis. 
sion property. Each accepted 
candidate for the mission field 
signs a statement that he or she 
is prepared to suffer loss or in- 
jury in the prosecution of the 
‘work and that, in the event of 
being persecuted in one 
they will flee unto another and 
take joyfully the spoiling of their 
goods as being part of the day’s 
work, Is it possible that the 
representative body which pass- 
ed the resolution referred to at 
the beginning of this article was 
ignorant of this fact? If so 
it has been badly informed re- 
garding the conduct of mission 
work in China by its representa- 
tives here, If it is so profoundly 
anxious that the Government of 
the United States should permit 
its members to waive their rights 
of citizenship, surely it might 
have quoted ‘this example as 
proving that the policy suggest- 
ef was both wise and workable. 
But there is this great differ- 
ence, ‘The mission we have re- 
ferred to did not ask its Govern- 
ment to permit it to do some- 
thing spectacular. It quietly 
mapped out for itself the serip- 
tural principle on which it be~ 
lieved such work as it contem- 
plated could be founded and con-

In 
the Spanish Armada the sailors 
had nothing to do in the latter 
respect: their duty was to bring 
the ship alongside the enemy 
fand leave the rest to the soldiers 
she carried. But already their 
English antagonists had a new 
conception of naval warfare, the 
captain of the ship being ‘also 
captain of her fighting power, 
and her: ability to manquvre 
constituting an important part 
of her attack or defence.

From 
time immemorial it has spoken 
to her sons with irresistible 
jappeal and through their ac 
venturousness and courage in 
many waters she has been made 
what she is. It does not matter 
greatly to which branch of sea 
service they belong. To each its 
honours are.due, as has now so| 
well been testified by the King 
who himself was a sailor.

Under such conditions a miutin- 
ous staff and a weak Commi 
sioner may mean heavy losses 
to innocent people abroad, which 
are certainly not to be called 
unavoidable.

A Contrast in Methods 

The verbal skirmishing prelim- 
inary to the gist of a conversation 
between Chinese never, fails to en- 
tertain him of the West. To proceed 
to the point immediately were to 
violate the tradition of eenturies; 
and the hereditary composure with 
‘which the person addressed receives 
the opening statement, can never be 
Simulated by the occidental. With 
what assurance the party of the 
first part announces, “The moon is 
made of green cheese,” or words to 
that effect, a statement which arous- 
him of the second no inere- 
dulity whatever. On the contrary, 
hhe is quick to repeat the statement, 
and follows this with an expression 
of admiration for the other's dis- 
covery. There ean be“no question 
but that meanwhile he is asking 




















himself, “Now what can the blighter 
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be getting at?” But nothing of this 
is recorded on his countenance, which * 
remains impassivo, or at the most 
politely expectant of a revelation of 
the brand of cheese that constitutes’ 
the moon. After fifteen or twenty 
minutes of this sort of thing, the 
conversers settle down to business. , 
Let the foreigner picture someono 
entering his office with the remark 
that the moon ia thus built, and 
the haste with which he would 
reach for the bell or even a handy 
pon in the conviction that his, 
visitor was quite mad. We he 
none of the finesse of the Chinese 
in beating about the bush. If difi- 
dent, we are limited to vouchsafing 
to others n few glimpses of the ob- 
vious, as, for example, the stato 
of the weather. In this the Chinese 
havea tremendous advantage in the 
absence of an equivalent for ‘good 
morning” ete. ‘Their “lei-ta” is a 
complete conversation in itself. If 
‘the visitor is welcome, the expres~ 
sion js made to convey the belief 
that he ix heavensent, And the 
‘way in which it can be made to 
mean, “Oh, #0 you're here again, 
are you?” is delicious.

talian -Minister’s Friendly Advice: Sir Austen Chamberlain’s 
Policy a Satisfactory Solution of Treaty Difficulties 





E. Daniele Vare, the Italian Minis- 
‘ter, delivered the following speech 
Before a gathering of Italian, 
‘Chinese, and foreign offcials:— 

Twish to express my sincere 
‘hanks for the kindness with whieh 
I have been received in Tientsi 
ike an old friend welcomed back 
‘after a long absence. The oceasion 
justifies a speech, and in these 
Gays it is easy ‘for a foreign 
Aiplomat in China to make speeches 
rand difficult to do anything elie. 

In spite of her harassing political 
situation, the general consensus of 
opinion abroad is favourable to 
China. Foreigners, in thelr own 
Interest, would be’ willing to. co 
tribute 'to the stabilization of 
country. Chinese, no less than 
foreign statesmen, recognize and 
deplore the principal difficulty to- 
‘wards giving Young China effecti 
forvign support, It i 
multiplicity of her governments, 
most of them unstable and all 
given to quarrelling among the 
selves. ‘This is not a formed di 
ficulty, but a practical one. Tt is 
uficient to xccomplish a journey 
into the inteplor—to navigate the 
Nangtzo, for examplo, aa I did last 
‘autumn, through the ‘gorges ag far 
Chungking to ree how 
restricted is the sphere of action of 
‘each Chinese Government.

We may also admit, if it pleases 
‘our Chinese friends, that a step 
forward would be accomplished 
by bringing into our relations with 
China a new spirit,-formulated in 
new texts, but so radical a change, 
in such difieult times, should be 
‘uccomplished gradually. This was 
recommended by the Extraterri- 
toriality Commission. 


‘The Ultimate Goat 

T see no reason why there should 
be any serious disagreement as to 
the ultimate goal which we hope to 
reach. Therefore it should be easy

‘the Chinese people and to take and 
to fulfil engagements in their name, 
in order to udjust the old treaty 
rights to the new posit 

Italian policy in China has never 
aroused dislike or suspicion. Ory] 
the contrary, we benefit by a goods 
will which is the reflected light of 
that ‘admiration which the  per- 
tonality of the Duce compel 
Chinese and foreigners in China 
realize. the truth, ‘although they 
hhave not closely’ followed events. 
‘They know that, after the war, 
Ttaly was falling into a state of 
‘anarchy and that Benito Mussolini 
saved her and made her once more 

trong and respected. On all hands 
‘one hears the exclamation:—"If 
only there were a Muss 
China.” 

‘This current of sympathy should 
not be allowed to run to waste while 
ft might facilitate the solving of 
problems that are of common in- 
terest. I appeal in this sense to 
the governing classes of all China, 
‘as well as to my own countrymen. 
T conclude with the wish that in 
aly, the native wis- 














































to guide the nation back, by new 
roads, to the old virtue. No foreign 
Government can share, more than 
the Fascist Government, an ideal 
which hopes to restore, to the mest 
humerous population in the world, 
Prosperity, order, and tranquil hap- 
piness.

To Prevent Foreign Exploita- 
tion: Government Regulations 


The Kirin Provincial Govern- 
ment has decided to prevent any 
‘more mining, forestry, fishery, and 
other natural assets in the provines. 
‘from passing into forelgn hands and 
hhas drafted the following regula 
tions:— 

(2) As to the mining districts in 
the different prefectures, whether 
already under operation or not, the 
Industry Office people of cach pro- 
fectural government are to investi- 
gate in detail the leontion, nature of 
the mine, business status, capital 
amount, and demand status, 

(2) Those in which other nationals 
than Chinese have invested, whether 
the Provincial Government has 
on its permission or not, together 
the business conditions 
how the management is organized, 
should be inquired into. 

(8) Any one wishing to obtain w 
working concession for a State- 
owned forest, should make applica 
jon to the Board of Industry. 

(4) Any one wishing to buy 
‘mining concession should make a 
personal inspection on the spot, ac- 
companied by a prefectural official, 
before sending in the application to 
the Board of Industry. 

(5) The operating franchise for 
‘a mine or a forest, as issued by each, 
prefecture, should be examined once 
annually by tie prefectural, indus- 
triad authorities, with the idea of 
preserving the mining interests ine 
tact and preventing the reckless ex- 
ploiting of a forest. Any one sell- 
ing a mining or forestry interest 
to a foreigner should be charged 
with the traitorous sale of a piece 
of State land. 

(6) The officials in charge of the 
Prefectural Industrial Office should 
‘be well qualified and experienced, 

(2) Ata mine of whatever kind, 

in case of a foreigner being en- 
‘gaged, his nationality, name, age, 
‘qualifications, and salary should be 
reported to the Prefectural Indus 
trial authorities. 
(8) The prefectural Industrial 
Office should prepare reports on the 
mines, forests, fishery interests, and 
‘other products in its distriets for 
presentation to the District Super- 
intendent and the Board of Indus 
try.

‘Both the armies are repored to have 
behaved well and the local people 
nothing to complain of them 
except the usual subscriptions 
collected from the merchants, 

‘Chu Pet-toh's 3rd and 9th Armies 
re concentrated round Kiukiang 
and Nanchang. Men of these armies 
Tecently occupied the lovely 
‘Methodist Mission Compound in 
Nanchang, Both these armies have 
deen ordered north by Chiang Kai- 
shek but this does not fall in with 
the view of Chu Pei-teh and as a 







































consequence he has resigned his 
position ag Chairman of the Pro- 
vincial Government, ‘The resigna- 











tion has not been accepted yet. 

In Kiukiang we have had a peace- 
fal time, Until quite recently 
there have been few troops in 
‘Kiukiang, which means you are not 
Pushed off the pavements by gallop 
ing officers on small ponies and the 
‘surface of the streets is 
fected than usual, Now a 
of the 3rd Army has beon 
and several of the missionery build- 
ings in the native city have been 
reoccupied. Dulf's Farm hi 
converted into a recruiting 
the Ist Army, but Duff's Farm must 
bo getting used to that sort of 
thing. 

‘The plague of fies which caused 
Aiscomfort right up to December 
disappoared with the cold weather. 
We now have a plague of rats, at- 
tracted by the filth which is allowed 
to lie about on the foreshore. These 
rats are most voracious and will 
feat the soap on the washstand and 
the candle in the eandle-atiek, 
Nothing is safe from them and ali 
food has to be kept in kongs with 
heavy lids, 

‘A certain amount of perturbation 
was caused by the news that there 
were three cases of smallpox in a 
Chinese family living next door to 
ane of the houses where there are 

foreign children, ‘The 
fs mot notifiable. under the new 
‘régime and there has boen a rush to 
get the few foreign children who aro 
ere revaceinated, 

‘The thought of tho disease in an 
area where foreigners live under 
such congested conditions is not 
pleasant. As a rule when for- 
igners tive in the interior they 
have a large compound surrounded 



































by high walls between. which they. 
can lead their own lives in privacy. 
Unfortunately when the present: 
houses, in the ex-Concession area 
were constructed it was ‘not con- 
templated that the time would 
arrive when they would be 
amidst conditions similar to those 
obtaining in the interior.

About 11.30, we noticed a great 
commotion among the people on

It was plain to be 
seen that both the ordinary people 
and the brigands held them in awe, 
but we did not know what to expect| 
from them, and simply waited to see 
‘what they would do, not neglecting, 
however, to prepare for any em- 
engency. 

‘They marched along until they 
came to a streteh of sand-bank just| 
above our anchorage, where they| 
tood at attention in’ one long line.

He never lost his patience, even 
under the greatest provocation. In 
many instances, he showed a re- 
‘markable ability in dealing with

worked hours at a time without 
rest, and all agreed that a better 
‘man could not have been found for 
the difficult position he filled so well

Returning to Kaifeng, I had as 
fellow passengers the Eastern Tac 
tai, who is no longer called by that 

but by that of his office, the 
{sing Cheng Chang” of the East, 
or Civil Administrator, and also 
a Divisional Commander. These 
men took the same kind of accom- 
modation that the rest of us enjoy- 
ed, sitting on our rolls of bedding 
fon the floor of what was in better 
times a third-class compartment, 
but now ‘is minus seats, baggage 
racks, ete., The rolling-stock of the 
various railways very evidently has 
been through the war. 














I could not but be struck with the 
change in mental attitude of these 
high officials, both eivil and mi 

ary. Formerly, either one of them 
‘would have been satisfied with noth- 
ig less than a first-class com- 
partment if a special train were 
ot put at their convenience. The 
Taotai chastized his servant for 
hustling a beggar who came into 
the train, telling him in no un- 
measured terms that his conduct 
was “imperialistie;” the servant 
made amends by ' giving several 
coins to the bear. An elderly 
country woman entered the coach 
when it was over-fall, and was pre- 
paring to seat herself in a narrow 
place in the aisle that ran irregul- 
arly between the squatting passeng~ 
fers. The Taotai bade her quietly 
to come to a place more convenient 
for her, and seated her on his own 
bedding. Needless to say, she did 
not know from whom she was 
recoiving this civility, for he was 
‘clothed in short, coarse blue-goods 
wadded ‘garments. This is the matt 
‘who controls the destinies, at pre- 
sent, of the people of 36 counties 
in Eastern Honan. While this may 
be an extreme illustration of the 
change that is taking place in the 
official mental point of view of the 
Kuomintang officials, I know it to 
be the attitude of many whom I have 




















met since coming back to the pro- 
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It js told of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shock that he was very impressed 
by the simple life he saw all around 
him in Kaifeng, and that he was 
going back to his district to enforeo 
such regulations ag less woollen 
mufti and leathern shoes, and more 
‘manifestation of the practical reali- 
ties of the financial difficulties in 
which the party and the army at 
Present. are involved. 

Marshal Feng. and the C. H. Q.

Chengchow's Walls Levelled 


The walls of the city of Cheng- 
chow have been levelled to the 
ground. Military people say 
Chengehow is not a strategic city 
in the sense that Kaifeng for in 
stance, is, and that, if an enemy 
should approach close enough to 
‘shell the city, the wise leader 
would not try to defend Chengehow, 
though he probably would do so in 
the ease of Kaifeng. Again, there 
is an increasing desire to “seo the 
whole of the Chengchow area, 
thrown into the new modern mar- 
ket town mooted some few years 
ago, where foreigners might frecly 
‘come and do business. 

‘The gentry objected to the demoli- 
tion of the walls, and, about two 
weeks ago, called a meeting to 
object and’ have thelr mesaage im- 
pressed on the military headquar- 
ters. The night before this mect~ 
ing, a division of soldiers were sent 
to the wall, and, before day broke, 
such a start in the work of de- 
molition was made that the meeting 
was not held, Now all the brick= 
work is down, and the officials. in 
charge have a big proposition on 
their hands as to what to do with 
the earthvvorth that remains, 


‘The hardest worked -eivil official 
in the province is the man who, 
in olden days, would have beet 
called the’ Civil Governor, but now 
is known as the “Min Cheng Ting 
Cary.” Hsueh Tupi, It is said 
he rises at four in the morning and 
often works till midnight. At pres 
sent he is having an Institute of 
Instruction for magistrates from all 
‘over the provinee, and the chief 
police officials of the province, It is 
whispered that the head of the 
‘Administration will not take 
up the office of Minister of the In- 
terior, to which he has-been ap- 
pointed ot Nanking. Honan will, 

wndoubtedly, gain much from his 
administration under the Marshal.

THE YELLOW RIVER 
OUTBREAK 


Dykes Burst at Litsing Due to 
Melting Ie 


Frost Our Owx Comesroboaer 
‘Choutsan, Shan, March 8. 

Some further details are now 
available regarding the break in 
the Yellow River banks referred to 
in your issue of February 29. 

‘The disaster ocurred about mid- 
night on February 22 the blocks of 
fce lower down the river having be- 
come concentrated ‘near the village 
of Tsaichiachuang about 15 
southest of the county town of 
Litsing. The ice had broken and 
‘melted higher up and came rushing 
down stream causing the dykes to 
‘break in five places, three of which 
have been temporarily stopped, but 
the other two are more serious. The 
loss of life through drowning is esti- 
mated to have been not more than 50. 
A large number were taken off by 
bboats just before the section of the 
‘dyke on which they stood gave 
‘way, Some 10 villages were prac- 
tically washed away though parts of 
houses are standing, as the rush of 
the water was not great enough 
absolutely to wipe them out. Al 
other 40° villages are affected but 
less severely. 

Liberal Help by Chinese 

‘The Magistrate at Litsing issued 
1 proclamation to the village elders 
in the county asking for supplies 
of knoliang bread (wo-wo-tou) to 
bbe sent in to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, The loeal Swastika Society 
‘and the Christians are giving some 
help. The magistrate of Chiyang- 
hisien sent a boat ‘with 4,000. chin 
of bread. Large numbers of the 
People have gone away to swell the 
crowds of beggars, and T never 
have seen so-many in Choutsun 
before in 18 years of residence here. 
It is encouraging to note the signs 
‘of greater interest manifested by 
Chinese in the times of distress 
which so frequently come to thelr 
follow countrymen, 

‘After the break a mumber of 
boats were acen near the submerged 
villages, their occupants being en 
gaged in salvage work. ‘The tallest 
Story told me of the reaults of thelr 
efforts was the rescue of a coffin 
‘which on being opened was said to 

ve contained dollars and notes and 
rich silk clothing. 

Baiidits Discomfited

ists. It is alleged that these enemy 
agents have invaded Manchuria and 
Shantung for the purpose of spying 
upon the military operations of 
the Northerners as well as. to in- 
cite agitation, and the martial law 
fcommanders have been ordered to 
be" on the look-out for persone 
‘wearing a red ribbon, or using red 
handkerchiets or red wallets, 
Furthermore, anyone found carry 
ing an electric toreh at night is 
te" be"bnmediately arrested and 
questioned. 

Tt ir allexed that the agents of 
the Nationalists and Feng) Yu. 
hasiang have arrived at a system of 
signals and identification, display- 
‘ing red ribbons, ties, handkerchiefs 
‘or wallets in the ‘day-time and 
flashing electric torches at night. 
‘As a result of all this, Manchurian 
‘and Shantung folk are fast di 
carding garments on which red is 
‘the predominant colour and people 
in interior districts have got rid 
of their electric torches and gre 
solely carrying ofl or candle lanterns 
‘at night. What with Big Sword 
uprisings and Southern activities in 
connection with the promised gen- 
‘eral offensive against the North, 
there is a highly panicky feeling 
in Manchuria and Shantung, and the 
‘martial Iaw commanders, following 
instructions from headquarters, 
have been issuing one set of re- 
ulations after.another, in an effort 
{to locate and arrest enemy agents. 

It is not to be denied that enemy 
agents are operating in Northern 
‘zones, but what strikes the forcign 
observer is the childishness of these 
yegulations.

An anomalous situation “has 
arisen in connection with the relief 
work carried on during the great 
famine of 1920-21 in C) 
that time, the “Christian 
Herald” of New York was promin- 
ent among the numerous relief 
‘agencies; and, when further aid to 
the sufferers’ became unnecessary, 
there remained a surplus fund of 
more than G.$1,000,000, of which 
the “Christian -Herald” ~ raised 
$567,000. 
The Orphans 
children of those who 
perished from hunger came infor 
Special care and attention. Realiz~ 
ing that, he gives twice who gives 
jekly, certain individuals and 
stitutions located in the centres 
of the famine area delved into thsir 
own pockets and treasuries to 
jeeour the little ones.

tions. On the other hand, certain 
correspondence would indicate that 
those connected with the origina: 
“Christian Herald” Famine Fund 
‘Committee in New York anticipated 
that funds passed over by them to 
the final administrative committee 
could be available for the support 
of the orphans. Furthermore, Mr. 
Rae D. Honkle, general secretary 
and managing editor of the “Chris- 
tian Herald” seems to have been 
under the impression that there

DEADLOCK

Tokyo, Feb. 29. 

‘The outstanding feature of the 
Japanese general elections is the 
‘most mathematically balanced 
stalemate in which the appeal to 
the country has resulted. 

‘The main cause of the political 
battle was to find out whether the 
Ministry of the Premier General 
‘Tanaka, was acceptable to the coun- 
try aa a whole or not. It cannot be 
said, as some Japanese organs try 
to do, that the Government has been 
defeated. At the same time when 
it is borne in mind that it is the 
neutrals and  itdependents, and 
neither of the bigger political par- 
ties, who hold a casting vote, then 
it is apparent that it would not be 
quite correct yet to say that the 
Government has won, Opposition 
statesmen and that section of the 
press which supports them insist 
‘that the Government has lost moral- 
ly and that it should, therefore, re- 
linquish power in favour of | the 
Opposition, but they overlook the 
fact that, if Baron Tanaka's party 
failed to Secure a clear majority, the 
Opposition is in an even worse posi- 
tion. ‘The elections have only re- 
sulted in restoring the unstable con- 
ditions that existed before the 
voters went to the polls, although 
the emergence of a proletarian 
party which, incidentally is among 
the minor parties which hold the 
Dalanee of power in the new Diet, 
is a novel and interosting feature in 
Japanese polities, the importance

From 
statoments made by Government 
party leaders and to judge from 
the tactics being employed, the last 
seems to be the course that General 
‘Tanaka and his lievtenants have 
embraced. Accordingly, much at- 
tention is being paid to the small 
number of neutral and indenpen 
‘members who occupy the 
important position of being in the 
middle of the see-saw and are able 
‘to send the ends up and down as 
‘they, think fit. 

It seems to be a foregone con- 
clusion that the proletarian —mem- 
‘bers, numbering oight, will not go 
over to the Tanaka eamp. From. 
the very beginning, Labour was 
“agin’ ‘the Government,” and the 
alleged oppression of Labour can- 
didates by the Gofernment during 
tthe elections has tended to intensity 
this fecling. Prosident Isoo Abé, 
head of the new Social-Democrat 
party, has told the press that his

co-operation with the Government. 
‘This new party is enlisted from the 
more scdate adherents of Japanese 
Labour and has definitely eschewed 
‘any action savouring of radicalism.

A Blow to Protection 


Yet another great feature of 
Japan’s general elections is the de- 
feat protection has undergone. Pro- 
tection formed one of the main 
planks of the Government party's 
platform. The eities have been 
strongly anti-protectionist, and the 
fact that the Seiyukai polled eo 
few votes, comparatively, in the 
urban constituencies is mainly due 
to its protectionist policy. In the 
rural regions, the Government strove 
‘to secure popularity by purchasing 
rice, by undertaking the construc- 
tion of railways and harbours, by 
offering villages funds from the 
Savings Department and by several 
other “positive” inducements. But 
the trend against protection has 
heen growing in the country dis- 
triets for some years, and the elec- 
tion figures are proot of this. 
‘THe China Policy 

What Japan's China policy will 
be is a matter of paramount inter- 
est and importance. The policy en- 
Unciated by General Tanaka is well 
known. In a nutshell, it was and 
is that Japan will not stand any

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Company's Troubles and Loss of Money: A° Valuable Property 


to Put on a Good Footing

ry of the intricate relae 
tionship botween big business a 
politica. is undoubtedly best exemp- 
Tied by the Chinn Merchants 
Steam Navigation Company which 
thas now been taken over by the 
Ministry of Communications of the 
Nationalist Government, - During 
the wars of recent years, this Com: 
‘pany-has been suffering seizures of 
‘hips by the military of all factions, 
Tabour ¢roubles, damage to ships 
and loss of business so that it had 
practically become impossible to 
Operate even tho lucrative | Yancr| 
the runs, ‘The losses -to the Com 
pany have been considerable, since 
the end of the Great War, during 
which ‘some profits were "eared. 
There ‘losses have undoubtedly 
een due to old ships requir- 
ing an over-consumption of coal, 
small carrying capacity and low 
‘speed; to faulty management 
and. to an unwillingness to re- 
Organize the company on the basis 
fof modern shipping methods. But 
When almose the wholo fleet of the 
Gompany had been turned into war 
transports without payment of any 
nature, the losses Became 20 great 
as to make further operations pre- 
curious. 


‘The Inevitable Politics 


One of the major problems al- 
‘ways facing this Company has been 
‘its relationship to polities. The 
Company was organized in 1874 
to twade between ports not open to 
foreign commerce, but it was hoped 
that it would ultimately take the 
place of the foreign vessels trading 
‘long the const and up the rivers 
of China, It was given govern- 
mental support in the form of a 
shipping subsidy, moro than ons- 
third of the tribute rice sent to 
Poking being carried by its vessels. 
Chinese morchants subscribed liber- 
ally to its shares, particularly the 
Cantonese merchants in Hongkong. 
For many years the dominating in- 
dividual” in this company “was 
Stong Kung-pao who, as 
original promoter and the largest 
{ndividual shareholder, was in. ab- 
solute control, ‘After the death of 
Sheng Kung-pao, dissension arose 
among the shareholders, which has 
Been continuous. Mr. Fu Siao-en, 
then became the dominant factor. In 
thoge eircumstances, every principal 
office ‘was held as a result of a 
‘compromise, 

The suggestion had often been 
made that the Government should 
take over the China Merchants, 
but until the recont action by the 
Nationalist Government, the Com. 
pany has always been able to find 
some way of keeping the Govern- 
ment out of the Company. But it 
‘geomed at all times necessary for 
tha officials of the Company to hold 
tho good-will of the rulers along the 
‘Yangtze, who might seize 
ships, use them for transport with- 
‘out payment and in many ways 
molest them. It was this necom 
sity for playing polities, which of- 
ten inyolved tho Company in the 
necessity of providing sinccures for 
various friends cnd. relatives of 
great men, which really broke it 
down, Tho present unfortunate 
position of the Company, then, is, 
not a matter of a few months oF 
even a few years. There has been 
@ steady decay over a long period, 
which was brought to a crisis by 
tho recent wars in the Yangtze 
Valley. 


A Valuable National Property 


‘The Nationalist Government, 
through the managing director it 
has “appointed for «the China 
Merchants, Mr. 'T, C. Chao, insists 
‘that it as not taken tho line over, 
put is morely engaged in reorganis- 
‘ing a valuable national property 
which has become derelict. It as 
sorts that tho large shareholders,

jperty to be mismanaged and that in 
Bho interests of the small individu 
Shareholders and of China, it is 
assuming responsibility for placing, 
the company on a sound basis so 
that it ean continue business. No 
shareholders ought to lose by this 
process, although. temporarily:

Tn this connection, iis interest- 
ing’to note that shares have been

have been ismied in the | Surplus 
Profits Accumulation Company, 
which is a subsidiary of.the China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. This subsidiary provides al- 
Inost a dramatic tale: When Yunn 
‘Shih-kai threatened to take over the 
‘China Merchants, the directors con 
‘eived the idea of investing their 
srplus in real estate and organiz- 
ing a separate company for that 
purpose. If) Yuan Shik-kai suc 
twoded in forcing them out of 
the China Merchants, they would 
still own the real "estate "com 
pany, ‘with regard to which he 
fenew nothing. “It was simply 3 
redivm of ‘Chinese merchants t= 
protset thomselves against Chinese 
ofciats. Tut when tho real estate 
subsidiary became a source of tre- 
mendovs wealth aa the real estate 
increased in value, it brought into 
the Company forther abuses. « 


Mortgages and Values 


Outstanding mortgages held by 
banks against the property of the 
Company held by the National City 
Bank and the Hongkong & Shang- 
hai Banking Corporation and cur- 
ent loans amount to Tis. 18,000,000, 
Against these liabilities, the assets 
of the Company are as follows: 

Five wharves and yards in 
Shanghai, at present valued 
(valuation by Atkinson and Dal- 
Jas) at Tis. 16,000,000. Real 
Estate in Shanghai (same valua- 
tion) Tis. 6,000,000, 27 steamers 
valued between Tis. 4,000,000 and 
5,000,000. Wharves' and real 
estates in the outports valued at 
‘Tis. 10,000,000. This isa mini 
mum approximation, ag the fi 
reports from official valuers 
have not been received. 

‘The property of the Company 
‘then must be valued somewhere in 
the neighbourhood of Tis. 40,000,000 
against which there are mortgages 
and loans of only Tis, 13,000,000. 
Although it fs admitted that there 
4 lack of working capital and that 
there must be replacements which 
will involve the expenditure of sev- 
eral milion, the Company is still 
solvent in spite of the bad years 
it has experienced. ‘The problem 
facing the new management is to 
‘turn the Company into a profitable 
‘enterprise, to reduco the over-head 

to end a system of payin 
dividends without profits and. ts 
minimize leakages in the operation 
of ships, 


‘The Mititary Ineubus 

‘The management of the Company 
has been reorganized into the fol- 
lowing departments: General Office, 
‘Marine, Accounting, Treasury, Go- 
downs ‘and Business. There” are 
separate organizations to look after 
‘the Property and Insurance Depart- 
ments, There used to be a sub. 
sidiary company called the Franco: 
Chinoise Steamship Company which 
thas been abolished and its one ship 
hhas been taken over. ‘There is an- 
other subsidiary which operates 
Inunch lines between ports not avail- 
able to the larger ships. ‘This 
teamlaunch subsidiary owns 2? 
steamlaunches, which ‘rly 
good business.’ There is also a sub- 
sidiary dock company. 

‘The principal cause for leakage 
thas been the use of ships by the 
military, who have never paid any- 






































































thing either as fares or for up- 
‘keop. They have, besides, done con- 
siderable damage to the ships, which 





will involve the Company in a hige 
repair bill. ‘The new management 
ia accordingly negotiating with the 
General Headquarters of the Na- 
tionalist Army to get them to agree 
not to use the Company's ships with- 
‘out payment. In this connection, a 
reform has already been instituted 
which it is hoped will do much-to 
cut down losses. Soldiers may no 
Ionger uso ships to take them from

Compradore Rights 


‘Another cause for leakage has. 
lbeen the compradore system. Under 
this, system relatives and friends 
of directors were appointed as com- 
[pradores on ships. ‘The compradore 
rarely, if ever, travelled with the 
ship; ‘they rather sent assistants 
who had to make their money out 
‘of the trip. This pernicious system 
hhas been replaced by the appoint- 
‘ment of a business manager for 
‘each ship, whose accounts are sub= 
Ject to constant audit and who is 
required to accompany his ship on 
each voyage. It is too early to 
state with certainty whether this 
system will bring about the im- 
provements desired, but it is a step 














possible to check the old compra- 
ores too closely without offending 
powerful directors and shareholders, 
‘Another abuse arose in the dis 
tribution of managerships in branch 
‘companies and subsidiaries, which 
came to be distributed as\ family 
/sinecures. 
OF the old Board of Directors, 
lonly one has re-registered his shares 
in accordance with the orders of the 
Nationalist Government and he has 
heen given office in the new régime. 
Marquis Li Wei-hui, who represents 
‘the interests of the descendants of 
the Viceroy Li Hung-chang, has be- 
come the Co-Managing Director of 
the Company. ‘The managing Dircc- 
tor is Mr. T.C. Chao and the Sec- 
retary is Mr, S.A. Chow. Mr. Chao 
told me that although the ships ply 
in Northern waters, the Peking Gov- 
ernment has not interfered with 
them since the Company has come 
under the Nationalist Government. 
In Northern waters, however, the 
five-barred flag is flown. Although 
some of the shareholders have stead- 
ily opposed the present system, it 
ig not believed that their opposi- 
jon will prevent the Ministry of 
Communications of the Nationalist 
Government from proceeding with 
the reorganization, particularly if 
there is any indication that experts

Police Officer's Death: Through Bullet Discharged from Fallen 


Pistol: Sequel to Raid on Kidnappers:in Chapei 


‘The accidental death on Thursday 
afternoon, of Sub-Inspr: J: Crowley, 
who succumbed as the result of 
bullet wound inflicted by a pistol 
which he carried, is associated with 
the sensational ‘release of a° ki 

apped merchant and the gallant 
conduct of Det.-Sgt. Hutton, who 
shot and killed three armed. ki 

nappers in Chapei. Mr. Crowley 
had. previously been. captured. by. 
the. military, bound, and relieved of 








pistol ‘whieh later, dropped from his 


belt, discharging’ the bullet which 
penetrated his left eye and emerged 
from the back of the skull, 

As soon as his associates realized 
what had happened, Inspr. Crowley 
‘was placed on remnants of a door, 
broken down during the raid, and 
rushed ina motor car to the Gen- 
eral Hospital, where he died at 
7.50 sp.m. on Thursday, The late offic- 
ceria survived by a sistor Mrs. Mary 
Medealf, and the nearest of kin is 
his father Mr, J, Crowley, both of 
‘whom reside in London, 


Arrested and Bound 


‘The police left Bubbling Well 
tation about 2.30 pam, ditect to 
Chapei to make the raid on a house, 
where, they had been informed, 
armed kidnappers were holding « 
vietim for ransom. ‘They had bare- 
ly passed beyond the bounds of the 
Settlement when they were stopped 
hy soldiers, who escorted them to 
hendquarters. 

In spite of the fact that the of- 

icors were in possession of docu-

Tho first intimation that all was 
not well arrived by telephone at 
Police hondquarters shortly after 
three o'clock, when a message from 
Sub-Inspr, Crowley was received to 
tho effect that Det-Set. 
Grubb, the Chinese sub-inspector 
fand. the entire party had been ar 
rested by the military; had heen 
hound, and were kept under lock 
‘und key until furthor orders were 
received, They. were bound up so 
that they could not meve, ‘The 
privilege of communicating with the 
Settlement was cxtended to Sub- 
Inspr. Crowley, 

What transpired during the next 
quarter of an hour has not been 
disclosed, but at 3.20 a message was 
recived’ as follows:—"We 
‘boon unbound and are now being 
guarded by n bunch of soldiers. We 
re waiting for negotintions be- 
tween the military and the Chapel 
police." 


At headquarters no little concern 
was manifested, but nothing could 
he done until ‘further liaison had 
boon established, Half an hour lator 
another .message from Sub-In 
Crowley was received to the effect 
that:—"The Chinese police are giv 
ing us every assistance. ‘The mil 
tary icuard has been called off. We 
‘wre proceeding with the help of the 
Chinese polico to carry out our 
original mission. Our guns are still 
in the hands of the Chinese military, 
Subclnspr. Crowley has been lent 
ne gun by the Chinese police. Det 
Sgt. Grubb and the Chinese sub- 
inspector did not accept the proffer, 
ta they did not understand the use

An Inferior Weapon 

In this connection it is interest 
ing to note, aside from the fact! 
that before going into action both 

rubb and the super 
of the Chinese detectiv

took an inferior weapon and stuck 
it into his belt. The other two on 
il, relibved subordinates 
pistols and ordered them 
to remain behind before they (the 
lenders) went into action.

latter entered: Chapei. from North 
Saechuen Roed; but were at their] 
rendezvous. for some considerable 
time before. the captared: officers] 
were released. 
A Briske Battle 

| The actual. raid resembled, a. 
‘second Shanghai Sidney Street. 
Every foreign police offleer used his: 
pistol, their fire being returned by 
the kidnappers, all of whom were 
either killed: ‘or captured. The 
gang had rented a semi-foreign 
house in the: alleyway. off Wong 
Pong Road, and had for their ren- 
deavous No. 59; which is two or 
three houses from the intersection 
of the alley: with the road. 

Whether the- gang were alarmed 
by the posse which surrounded the 
house, the Chapei officers being in 
uniform, or whether they had been| 
“tipped ‘off is: unknown. Tt has 
been established, however, that the| 
police had: barely taken up their 
Position before the kidnappers 
opened fire. The police were pro- 
tected by stecl waistcoats and took 
up posts under cover but were un- 
able to find their target, for the 
kidnappers appeared at windows for| 
fan instant, fired, and then dodged 
Dehind the concrete walls of the 
house. The fire of the gang was 
‘0 heavy that to rush the doors was 
‘out of the question. 

‘The police could only take pot- 
shots and ‘these were without ap- 
parent effect. Sgt. Taplin emptied 
‘a magazine of his 45 automatic 
Colt, but did not seem successful 
in finding a target, although he 
made the best of what loomed be- 
fore him. Det-Sgt. Grubb had a 
strange weapon, with which efficient 
shooting was a matter of conjecture,

‘The fire of the police frightenet 
the kidnappers, however, and after 
Jeaving instructions with the amah 
as to the manner in which she 
should cave for their victim, they 
took up positions, in other portion 
of tho "compodad.

Better Fighters R 

‘They were of different: calibre, 
however, than the oral siaanper 
‘and. whilst prostrate, fired. several 
times at the offeer: His pistol was 
‘empty. He had emptied it once-and 
‘fred all the cartridges in the extral 
magazine. 

‘Set. Hatton was in a quandery. 
He ‘was ons verandah with an 
‘empty pistol and armed, but wound- 
fed men were before him. Quickly 
he seurried over the roof, to the 
Verandah ‘where he had shot the 
first kidnapper, seized this man's 
pistol, and’ returned, With three

‘They moved again but another shot 
from Sgt. Hutton's pistol ended one| 
whose pistol evidently had jammed: 

‘The other was still defiant. Sgt. 
Hatton jumped from his’ place: to| 
‘the verandah, 15 feet below, and 


with a rush, was at him, and with 
the first kidnapper’s pistol he struck 
him on the head, and stunned him, 
Within a few-minutes he: died. 

‘Then the police rushed the house, 
wherein the victim was detained, re- 
eased him, and arrested the amah, 

How the Accident Happened 

‘The remainder of the party came 
to where Sgt. Hutton stood, con- 
gratulited each other on the suc- 
ceas of the raid and complimented 
the Chapei police for their assist 
ince. Sgt, Hutton had three pistols 
in his possession. 

‘Then came the tragedy, Sub- 
Inspr. Crowley crawled to the 
verandah of No. 05, After hearing 
Sgt. Hutton's report, his last words 
were “We bave bad a good day 
You boys have done nobly, but let’s| 
see what this fellow has.” 

With these words he stoopea over 
the dead kidnapper. Just what hap- 
Pened his fellows ‘could not state, 
Whether the pistol fell from his 
pocket, whether it dropped from his, 
hand, ‘or whether it slipped from 
an over-sized holster is not known, 

In speaking leter of the fatality, 
his comrades. sid that he leaned 
over, the pistol suddenly struck the 
floor, butt downwards, the weapon 
went off, and Sub.-Inspr, Crowley 
fell to the floor unconscious, 

‘At the General Hospital he was, 
placed on the operating table, but 
in spite of the attention of several 
doctors, he died,

Dramatic Shooting in a Chinese

While they were lying in bed at 
9 o'clock on Wednesday morning, in 
8 Chinese ledging house at 141 Foo-

‘Again Det-Sgt. Wardrop, who 
surprised Shanghai two-weeks ago, 
‘when he arrested 24 persons in oné 
day, and subsequently nob including 
Sunday's. catch, arrested 28. mors, 
had charge of a squod of detective 
who raided the gang's rendezvous 
in Moulmein Road and released 
three persons. ‘The other flying 
squad was commanded by Det 
Tnspr, Quayle, assisted by Det.- 
Sgt. Pike. Both parties operated 
in the Western district, “in one 
instance raiding a foreign house on 
Yayuen Road, which had been 
rented by the gang. 

‘The first group, from Dixwell 
Road station, were fortunate, 
indeed, and may consider themselves, 
lucky that though armed opposition 
‘was possible, the police forestalled 
shooting by the gang through their 
own quickness.

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A CHILD'S DEATH FROM 
DOG BITE 


Son of Mr. W. H. Ferris Suc- 
{ cumbs to Hydrophobia 


‘There will be general sympathy 
‘with Mx. and Mrs. W. H. Ferris in 
‘the loss’ of their little son, Roger 
Owen, aged 5 years and 10 months, 
‘who died on Wednesday in the Isola- 
tion Hospital from hydrophobia, the 
result of a bite by a mad dos. 
Hydrophobia alone is suficiently ter- 
fying to contemplate, but in this 
case the tragedy is the more sad 
by reason of the fact that. Mr. 
Ferris is. 50, well-known amongst 
‘sportsmen, with a passion for any- 
thing in ‘the sporting "line. ‘The 
circumstances ‘ofthe ease, too, are 
particularly. sad,¥. for" there was 
every reason to believe that nothing 
serious would result from the ac- 
cident, 

Little Roger, a8 previously r 
ported, was playing with other ehil- 
dren in Hongkew Park, on February 
23, when a wonk who hademanaged 
to get through the park fencing 
charged into the group, 
Mr. Ferris's son and bit 
left eyelid. Subsequent  examina- 
tion revealed other wounds—fve in 
all—on his hand and elsewhere, 
‘though it is not known” wnether 
these were bites or scratches. Tt is 
understood that two Jupanese ehil- 
dren also were bitten by the same 
fog. Inspector | Mackintosh —and 
other policemen who were near pro- 
mptly despatched the dog, who sub- 
sequently on a veterinary’ examin 
tion, was certified to be suffering 
from rabies 

With commendable promptitude, 
the little boy was hurried off and 

ur treatment, and it

Dr, Beebe was a man of rare 
ability and of perfect devotion to 
his work of loving service in the 
name of his Master, Before com- 
ing to China he was offered a 
lucrative position with Parke, 
Davis & Co. in their laboratories, 
but he proferred to spend his life 
as a missionary. In his chosen 
‘work he gave all his time to the 
relief of distress and to the bring- 
ing of light into homes darkened 
with disease. 














He is survived by a widow who 
is tho sister of the Rev. E. C. 
Lobenstine, and by two daughters, 
fone of whom is Mrs. F. S. Niles 
of the Presbyterian Mission, Huai- 
yuan, Anhui provinee.

Chinese Authorities’ Scheme to 
Secure Students’ Help 


With 9 view to encouraging the 
public of the Shanghai and Woo- 
sung Distriets to roport births and 
decths, the Bureau of Publie Health 
has drawn up the following regul 
tions, whereby students who give 
information to the authorities will 
be rewarded for their troubles:— 

1, In reporting births, — the 
newly born child's parents ‘names 
and address must be given: sox 
should be stated and the date of 
birth must be specified; 

2. dn roporting deaths, the name, 
age and address of deceased must 
be given together with sex. 

3, Reports may be made through, 
teachers, school principals or diroct= 
ly to the Bureau of Public Health 
80 that records may bo kept, and 
students will be rewarded when they. 
have reported a given number; 

4. In the event of deaths, ro- 
ports must be made before’ tho 
coffins are buried; 

5. In the event of births, roports 
‘must be made within one month; 

6. Should others roport 
case as students, the latter’ 
will count; 

7. Reports that are not clearly 
written out will not be counted; 

8. Bronze medals will be granted 
to students reporting 20 births or 
deaths: silver medals to those re= 
porting 50: and gold medals to those 
who roport 100 eases; and 

9. 16 students of which 
will be awarded

Practleally the whole area of the 
Estate is now under a permanert 
green cover erop, mostly cenfrocema 
mubesceus, $0 that the cost of up- 
keep in future years should be 
rently reduced, and the trees are 
Teported to havo responded already 
to the extra eare lavished upon 
them, 

‘The Restriction Question 

A short while ago when address~ 
finge tho shareholders of another 
local rubber company, touched 
upon the subject of the fallacy of 
rubber companies describing the 
‘bare out-of-pocket expenses incurred 
fon harvesting and. manufacturing 
their product at the P. 0. B, cost. 
‘The true cost for this company for 
1027 is at least Gd. per pound higher 
‘than that disclosed by the accounts. 

In view of certain tolegrams and 
articles that have appeared in the 
papers during the past few days, 
and especially of the resolution for- 
‘warded to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies hy the Low Country: 
Products Association of Ceylon 
Advocating the immediate abolition 
‘of restriction, 1 would like to en- 
Jarce somewhat upon my remarks 
made at the meeting I have jus 
referred to. 

Firstly, T would point. out that 
the antagonists of restvietion either 
wilfully or out of. ignorance. re- 
peatedly associate the inerease in 
the production of non-British rubber 
with th rentrction scheme, Gentes 
men, the two things have not 
to-do with each other: we are only 
ust starting the sixth year of 
estriction, and as n rubber. tree 
does not normaly produce anythin 
worth while until it is over five 
years old, and as it also takes 
Several months to elear and prepare

Both thes cestimates are, of course, 
based upon the assumption that the 
exportable allowance remains at 60 
per cent, of standard production 
for the rest of far, and in 
spite of fears to the contrary, 
nothing has transpired yet to make 
fone think that this will not be the 
case. 

The American consumption dur- 
ing Januery was more than estimat- 
‘ed, and according to the “Financial 
Times,” the reported supplies are 
probably overestimated.

In’ the course 
of the shooting two ricsha coolies 
were wounded. On Februnry 28 a 
Chinese named Wang Shao-liang 
hend of the Shanghai Labour Uni- 
fication Committee, Western Dis- 
triet, was shot dead by two unknown 
Chinese in an alleyway off Jessfield 
Road, outside Sottlement limits. 

Four attempted murders were also 
recorded, pistols being the weapon 
used in each ease.

On February 21, a Korean, manager 
of a firm of chemists was kidnapped, 
Dut the first intimation the Police 
received of the affair was on 
February 29 when two Chinese re- 
ported the receipt of a threatening 
letter demanding a sum of money 
for the release of their employer. 
On February 29 the nephew of a 
wealthy Chinese whilst proceeding 
to school in his private riesha in the 
Western Distriet, outside Settlement 
limits, was seized by armed men and 
forced into one of two waiting motor 
ears. The boy is a noted spendthrift 
‘and associate of bad characters and 
it is thought that the affair may be 
the outeome of some debt.

Armed Robbery —85 reports of 
armed robbery from premises and 
36 on the highway were received 
during the month. Ten cases of 
attempted armed robbery. were 
recorded. 

Shots ‘were fired by robbers in 
thirteen cases resulting in the death 
of five persons and the wounding of 
three others. 


In regard to the above reports and 
reports of armed robberies occurring.

C. H. BEDI'S APPEAL AGAINST 
RECENT CONVICTION 


‘The Full Criminal Appeal Court, 
‘composed of Judge Sir Henry Gol- 
lan, Jude Sir Péter Grain, 
and Judge G. W. King, sat 
fon Wednesday to hear an ap- 
peal of Mr. J. R. Jones oa 
Dehaif of C. HH, Bedi, who was 
found guilty during February “ot 
having {fraudulently converted mon- 
des to the use of 8, G. Verma to 
‘the extent of Tis. 42,000, and other 
‘goods, and with intent to- defraud 
by making false entries in the week- 
ly export reports, purporting to 
‘show that he had received cash 
‘amounting to Tis, 9,061, Tis. 3401; 
‘Tis, 73587, and Tis. 4,028." "The 
total amount involved is Tis. 59,- 
291,50. 

Mr. A. G, Mossop prosecuted, dur- 
ing the ‘trial at the conclusion of 
‘which, accused was sentenced to two 
Years’ imprisonment. Messrs. Wa- 
tanmal Boolchand, for whom Bedi 
was the Shanghai manager, were 
complainants, the funds, it bee 
ing alleged,  disapp« between 
September, 1926, and January 1927. 

Mr, Jones spoke throughout 
‘Wednesday, and stated that the 
Jearned judge during the hearing in 
the Supreme Court had mis-divected 
the jury, or insufficiently directed 
them. His seven points of argu- 
ment follow:— 

1—That there was a misdirection in 
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‘The Crown Advocate outlined the 
‘ease for the Crown, and dealt with 
‘the various points in the evidence—- 
a reiteration of the whole of the 
proceedings, in fact. Referring to 
the general question of misdirection 
of the jury, on which the appeal 
is based, Mr. Mossop stated that 

lirection took two forms: first, 
fas to the law, and second, as to 
evidence. Tt lay with the appellant 














misdirection of the jury, and non- 
direction of the jury did’ not neces- 
sarily imply misdirection. 

An Intelligent Jury 

Referring to the summing up by 
tho trial Judge the Crown Advocate 
pointed out’ that reference was 
‘made to the intelligent manner in 
which the jury had apparently 
grasped the figures acd com. 

jeations of the case. “It is a 
hhe continued, “that in ‘this 
‘part of the world’ our juries are 
@rawn from a class of British 
people which is a part of the 
intelligent class. Table thumping, 
‘methods, und appealing to the 
mighty God are unknown here. 

Copies of all the documents had 
been submitted to the jury, the 
Crown Advocate added, and the 
trial Judge had not omitted a duty 
when he omitted to go into all the 
facts and figures for the third time. 

My. Jones raised an objection to) 
the Crown Advocate’s reiteration of 
the ease, but the President of the 
Court stated that the Crown Ad- 
voe.te was merely trying to show 
the ‘Court that there had been no 
misdirection of the jury. 

In the afternoon session Mr. 
Jones raised a further similar ob- 
jection and the President of the 
Court pointed out that when. Mr. 
Jones had stated that the summing 
up by the trial Judge wax so in- 
complete as to amount to mis- 
irectiosi, then the Court was bound 
to hear Mr, Mossop. Judge King 
and he were not sitting at the trial, 
‘and it was, therefore, essential that 
they should hear the evidence which 
the prosecution had put forward. 

"The Crown Advocate proceeded, 
and the President interjected that 
the summing up seemed to be 
favourable ta the defendant. The: 
jury was asked: “Was he a clerk 
or a servant of the firm?” If not 
then he must have been a partner, 
and the charges would fall through 
for a partner could not very well 
defraud himself, ~ 

Judgment Reserved 

Concluding the case for the 
Crown Mr. Mossop said there was 
nothing in the summing wp 
Justify their Lordships in quashing 
the eonvietion, 

Mr. Jones called the attention of 
the Courts to several points of 
Jaw, evoking from the President the 
remark that when the trial Judge 
was summing up, according to Mr. 
Jones’ contention, he should have 
road every word of the evidence. 

‘The President stated that | the 
Court would require a little time 
in which to consider their verdict, 
avidin that judgment will be given 
‘on Monday morning. The Court, 
he added, were very much oblized 
to Mr, Mossop and Mr. Jones for 
the clear and able way in whi 
they had conducted the case.

The writ of error method of 
obtaining relief against the judg-

SENSATIONAL KIDNAPPING 
STORY 


A. history of crime scarcely 
paralleled in local court annals was

The 
kidnapped young man was held for 
ransom, When news of the affair 
reached Shanghai two. brothers of 
‘the vietim rushed to Shantang to| 
attend to the ransom and get in 
touch with the bandits. The railway} 
administration offered to. pay. 
ransom, and as the result of this 
‘meeting was arranged between the 
hiet bandit and the two brothers. 
‘This meeting took place at midnight 
inva ce ‘At first 
the bandit, identified by plaintift as} 
the wecused, demanded $80,000, 
Which amount was later reduced (0 
$15,000, ‘The latter sum was paid! 
and the bandit agreed to release 
young Keh, Two days later” the 
‘corpse of the young enginece was 
found along the tracks of the Shan- 
‘tung Railway. Death appeared to 
hhave taken place at least two days 
before, several revolver wounds 
being found un the body.

Address: Before Royal, Society 
by Lt.-Col, Edwards

Musk is a precious cargo shipped 
from China by a number of foreign

Literally, musk js worth its weight 
in pounds sterling. Whenever it 
is sent by freight, it goes in the

practice in the past has been, how- 
fever, to send musk to French buy- 
ers in particular by parcel post. 
‘The alluring - scents and perfumes 
of the sophisticated are then mana- 
factured, musk being the foundation 
of all the best preparations. 

Not long ago a local firm, that 
deals in large quantites of musk 
yearly sent a 10 catty parcel to the 
Post Office for mailing parcel post. 
The export duty list shows a ‘charge 
of Hk. Tis, 9 per catty plus the 
usual 25 per cent. tax. When thi 
‘was paid the post office clerk hand- 
ed out a luxury tax charge of $6 
per catty, and informed the ship- 
pers that until this was paid the 
parcel could not be forwarded. As 
there had been no.notifieation of any 
kind to this effect, the shipper na- 
turally questioned the charge and 
investigation disclored the fact that 
by sending the musk by freight, 
even discounting the difference be- 
twoon freight and parcel post 
charges, it would be far less ex- 
pensive, No luxury tax appeared to 
have boon tacked on to freight ship- 
ment, ‘The sheep therefore eluded 
the slaughter. 

‘On the other hand certain other 
exporters of musk found when they 
presented their parcels for weighing 
fat the post office that no mention 
was made of this new tax, where- 
‘upon the parcel was sent off in the 
usual way. To carry the situation 
‘alittle further, the same lack of de- 
finition of want js taxable and what 
isnot, has far-reaching reactions.

But with Nietzsche it is otherwise, 
as may be seen from the titles of the 
four chapters which comprise this 
volume: "Why Tam so Wise,” “Why 
Tam so Clever,” “Why I write such 
Excellent Books,” and “Why I am 
a Fatality." He boasts that from 
his childhood upwards he never}

noxious notions as: God, the Im- 
mortality of the Soul, or Salvation. 
It is therefore not altogether sur- 
prising that he abhors humility, er- 
gards pity as a erime and rudeness, 
as a virtue, and wo are prepared to, 
read that he repadiated any idea of 
improving mankind and regarded as 
his main jusiness the more congeni 
task of overthrowing ideals. He does. 
indeed pay one high compliment to 
Christianity: he attacks it. We maj 
not acquiesce in his claim that thi 
is a token of his goodwill towards it, 
yet we are inclined to think that. 
the Christian faith would rather| 
woleome the kind of open opposition 
that is shown by this giant amongst 
anti-Christians than the unthinking 
indifference of the vast majority of 
people in nominally Christian lands.

HSUNTZE THE PESSIMIST 





This is Volume XV in Probsthain’s| 
Oriental series and is, like the rest| 
of the series, well’ printed and| 
strongly bound. The kind of bool 
scholar wants to keep on his sl 
for reference. One wonders why a} 
publisher should issue a book of this 
kind. It is hardly conceivable that 
there will ever be a sufficient number 
of readers to recoup the printer the 
cost of his ink and paper. How many 
people in populous London, in whieh| 
this book is pblished, ever heard of 
Hsiintze? Who was he and for 
what reason is his almost for- 
gotten book resusetated at this late 
day? 

‘HsGntze was born in north China| 
some time about 300 B.C. He was 
8 recognized writer of som 














held office, once in the state of Ts’i,| 
‘and once in Ts'u, " He was a younger| 
contemporary of Mencius. He is 
cchiotly known now because of his 
essay controverting the doctrine of 
Mencius that man’s nature is 
radically good, Meneius’ teaching] 
was accepted by Chu Hsi (1200 A.| 
D.) the great Sung dynasty com-| 
mentator on the writings of Con-| 
fucius, and was the accopted ortho-| 
dox view for hundreds of years. In| 
these later days, when Chinese 
scholars are imbibing the philosophy | 
of the west, they are no longer sub-| 
fervent to the opiniéna of the anges 

mfucius has been dethroned from 
his position of unquestioned author- 
ity and it is now more a mark of| 
learning to dissent from his theories | 
than to agree with them. Con- 
‘sequently, Hsiintze and Mencius 
heretics both according to the 
cepted Confucian creed, have come| 
into favour and are being studied 
afresh by the younger school of| 
Chinese writers. 

Dr. Evan Morgan, in “Wenli 
Styles and Chinese Ideals” gives the| 
text of Hsintze's famous essay on 
“The nature of man is evil,” with al 
translation to which Dr." Du 
acknowledges indebtedness. Dr. 
‘Morgan does not give an opinion as 
to whether Mencius or Hsntze were 
right in the’argument but Dr, Dubs| 
takes the side of his hero and con-| 
siders that he was a truer exponent 
of the true principles of Confucian. 
ism than his great predeccessor. 
As a matter of fact there is very 
ii difference in the theories of the| 
two sages; the difference is in the! 
mode of expression. 

Meneius held that men's na- 
ture was radically good but 
might, through an evil environ- 
ment,’ be corrupted. ‘Hsintze held 
that ‘man’s nature was evil but 
through instruction and _ proper 
‘education it was capable of being 
trained to goodness. ‘The academic 
question will scarcely stir a. ripple 
fon tho sea of modern thought but 
Hsiintze’s book is of much interest, 
from an antiquarian standpoint. It) 
carries the mind back to a period| 
more than 2,000 years ago. A time| 
when the long empire of the Chou 
dynasty was drawing to its close| 
and the great Ts'in Shih Hwang-ti| 
‘was about to unify the empire under 
‘ono central rule. Warring armies 
crossed and re-crossed each others 
paths and large parts of the country 
must have been desolated. 

‘Yet in the midst of this ta 
moil there was a literary i 
that concerned itself with this 
philosophical question “It the 
original nature of man pure 
goodness, liable to be corrupted by| 
Evil, of is it evil and only becomes| 
ood through training?” As has 







































been said above it does mot seem to 


have been a very serious difference| 





| that separated the two schools of| 


thought and yet the issue was of 





grave importance. Thexe: were, in| 
those days, many scholars in China| 
who held that the world. was evil 
and that man, tho child of nature, 
was also, essentially, corrupt. It| 
‘was hopeless to try to combat these| 
evil forces therefore “let us retire| 
from this wicked world” said they; 
“and spend our days in seclusion in 
‘some quiet valley far from the mad-| 
ding crowd.” The other party held| 
that man’s nature was a gift from| 
heaven and therefore good, capable| 
of loving virtue and doing right. 
‘They believed that it was the duty} 
of the sage to plunge into the tur- 
moil of life and seok to. direct the 
thoughts of kings and statemen 
towards the righteousness and the| 
public weal. This was orthodox Con- 
focianism; the principle held and| 
followed by the Master and expound+| 
ed and enforced by —Mencius.| 
Hsiintze was the prince of the re- 
bols, the leader of the pessimists, 
who held that man was a derelict|

A fascinating example of this 
tendency, and one to bear out the 
foregoing generalities, is to be sean 
in the work of Miss Dorothy Wong, 
who recently launched a novel 
scholastic programme at Wong s 
Academy for Girls, situated at v0 
Hart Rond, 

‘Miss Wong is a returned student, 
After gaining considerable dis- 
tinction for her scholarliness in 
universities in Amerien, she re- 
‘tiirned to China last year and set 
about with quiet purpose to in- 
troduce her original ideas in a 
practical way. In September, 1927, 
‘sho opened her: schoo! and, with the 
help of her mother, Mrs. . T, Wong, 
and her sister, Miss Grace Wong, 
the latter being a graduate of the

She-had passed 
the Tsing Hwa ‘examinations and 
received a scholarship to a college 
of her choosing. She chose the 
Women’s College of Delaware, and 
set to work immediately to prepare 
herself for future educational work 
{in her own country. Her first sum- 
‘mor, likewise, was devoted to study, 
at the Harvard Summer School, 
‘Then, the following year sbe entered 
the University of Chicago, where 
she continued to study. ‘modern 
| “educational methods, and where she 
received a degree of Bachelor of 
Aris, ‘This was followed | by 
's degree, taken at, Columbia

Before continuing her work  to- 
wards the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy, Miss Wong decided to 









































return to China and put into 
practice the ideas about education 
6f Chinese girls which she had for- 
mulated and which were to make 
the topic for her Doctor's thesis. 
With this in mind, therefore, she 
opened the Wong's Academy for 
Girls and turned her attention to 
‘the personal management of young 
Chinese girls. 

Students from 12 to 18 years are 
in attendance. Most of them are 
day pupils, but a few boarders are 
received. ‘The whole scheme, how- 
‘ever, is that there should never be 
80 many pupils as to make personal 
‘attentiw- impossible on the part of 
the Indies in charge. 


Training Homemakers 


‘The preparation is one of train- 
ing Chinese girls to be competent 
homemakers and practical citizens, 
and all subjects in the General 
Course have beon planned with this 
faim in mind, ‘Tho Special Course 
Teads to the training of special 
talents and interests. College pre- 
paration is provided also. Chiefly, 
however, the aim is to develop the 
student's ‘personality and to 
‘encourage her own particular bents 
fand inclinations. Miss Wong feels 
Hat in so doing the most complete 
type of womanhood is made pos- 
sible. 

‘The student's enthusiasm is not 
ailled by routine under Miss Wong's 
curricolum, and there is a. well- 
Founded attention to out-of-door 
activities. The health of the 
students is a prime consideration 
fand physical examinations are con- 
ducted by a schoo) physician. Sports 
fand corrective and aesthetic exer 
cises are stressed, also 

‘To use her gwn wards, Miss 
Wong, who impresses the observer 
1s a thoroughly competent educator 
despite her youth and charm, 
intends that the “life of the stadent 
should be simple and wholesome.” 

“The atmosphere of @ normal 
home combined with the regularity 
and. discipline of a school are our 
chief considerations,” she said. 
"Good manneve are taught, and com. 
mon sense is developed,’ For the 
average git} we regard these as im- 
portant as a knowledge of higher 
Tunthematics. Each student is en- 
couraged to\ share in self-govern- 
rent in the school.” 

‘And in conclusion, Miss Won 
told her interested visitor that she 
felt her experiment would reap a 
delightful harvest as thé best type 
of feminine woman was, to her

PREPARATION OF SOIL 





First class seeds such as are now 
normally obtainable all over the 
‘world ate very much in advance of 
their forebears of a decade or two 
‘ago and respond all the more to 
Liberal treatment of a balanced kind, 
By liberal treatment js not meant 
prodigal dressings of highly con- 
centrated manures, splosbed on 
wholesale, but a gradual, careful 
and sustained application of highly 
diluted toodstuft 

vals during growth, 
preparation of the soil beforehand 
forms only a small part of the 
work, ‘There are, however, certain 
‘essentials which should be observed 
‘connected with the three main food 
elements, Nitrogen, Phosphoric 
Acid, and Potash. 

Nitrogen is very easily lost from, 
the soll, especially in hot, damp, 
climates where the bacterial output 
of Nitrate is very rapid. This pro- 
duction goes on irrespective of the 
needs of the plant. A heavy shower 
of rain or a flood will drain all 
surplus stocks Nitrate temporenly 
from the soil. ‘This however is. no 
argument against proper drainage. 
In the first place, even were the 
Nitrate supplies preserved by re- 
taining the water, they would not 
long remain in storage owing to 
the activities of the anaerobic 
bacteria, which flourish in the ab- 
sence of Oxygen and attack valuable 
dissolved nitrates. 

Secondly, and by no means less 
important, a plant's roots must have 

So there is no way out of the 
ificulty except by seeing to it that 
sources of nitrate supply are well 
majntained. So far as preparation 
‘goes, available Nitrogen is essential 
during the first stages of growth 
‘and should be ineorporated with the 
soll before sowing or transplating, 
Organic matter, cow manure, bean- 
cake, ete. suitably weathered, will 
supply Nitrogen, but hardly perhaps 
with sufficient Iuxuriance or of the 
proper Kind, to soothe the growing 
pains of voracious seedlings. 

Tt is always the case that a good 
star i half the, bal ‘therefore 
supply ‘your is oF seedlings 
‘with “some well diluted chemical 
fertilizer containing either ammonia 
or some other form ot quickly 
Available Nitrogen. Nitrogen in the 
form of animonia is to be recom- 
mended because, while quick acting 
‘compared with’ organic. fertilizers, 
it yet does: mot wash out of the 
soil, while still in the form of 
ammonia. The nitrate is produced 
therefrom by bacterial action, the 
rate of production varying with the 
temperature and moisture. ‘Thus in 
moist warm weather, when a plant 
may be expected to grow most 
‘quickly, the supply of nitrate from 
Ammonia will increase at ara 
corresponding to the plant's need! 
Tt is as a rule easy to differentiate 
‘between a seed bed prepared with 
‘a quick acting Nitrogenous manure 
and one without. The growth of 
the former will be noticeably more 
advanced and there will be a bigger 
proportion of those strong stocky

“active” fertilizer, and secondly 
that the topside growth is eut down. 
20 a8 to balance the now curtailed 
root system. Another equally” {m- 
portant point, if the newly planted 
‘Ornament {s to establish a good roat 
system with the minimum of delay, 
{is to seo that the earth below and 
around the plant js well loosened. 
‘As an example of what soil loosen- 
ing will do for a young tree, the 
experiment was tried in America of 
dynamiting the holes into which 
certain fledgling spruce were to be 
sot, Tt was observed that these 
trees made twice the growth of 
their neighbours of the same age, 
which had been sot in hoje dug in 
the ordinary way, the reason being 
of course that the ‘forge of the 
‘explosion produced deop evacks. in 

@. soll, down which the growing 
roots made easy progress. Readers 
‘will adopt this-plan at their own 
Tisk. “Tt should not be necessary to 
mention that soil dug ot loosened 
to a depth of more than 18 inches 
should not be turned over more than 
can be helped, bringing the infertile 
subsoll to the surface, 

Tes quite permissable to prepare 
the ground with fertilizers 90 Jong 
fas they are suficiontly far from 
the seene of operations to prevent 
direct contact with the amputated 
root stumps. For instance a layer 
of cow manure and bono flour six 
Inchea to one foot below a newly 
planted rose bush, acts as an excel- 
Jont storehouse, to be drawn upon 
by. the Tose a> soon as. its roots 
have grown long and strong. Bone 
flour Incidentally is one of the fow 
fertilizers which can be. brought 
into direct contact with the roots 
of soedlings oF transplanted shrubs 
‘without “damage. in fuck this 
‘practice is to be recommended. 

Don't have your subterranean 
layer’ of vitamins too thiek, oF a 
‘favourable eruption” of toadstools 
fand_puft balls may appear on the 
furface. As a precnution, it is 
‘ood thing to mix the manure with 
[the same bulk of dry sand or fine 
earth before putting into your 
trench, Cow manure being chiefly 
a nitrogenous fertilizer, like horse 
manure, beancake, hait, hooves and 
horns, feathors and waste silk, ete, 
ie should be. reinforced with a 
supply of Phosphoric Acid and 
Potash, otherwise the inclination of 
the plant will be towards, rank 
growth with “deficiency in flowera 

fruit. Which brings us to the 
preparation of soil with these two 
latter clements—the subject for 
next week's article—C. ‘T, Bix 
Woo.
